Receipt of applicant's amendment filed 12/6/2004 is acknowledged. Claims 2-6 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose an air guide coupled to a side surface of 
the cooling tower, the air guide includes an air-flow prevention wall having a curved cross 
section extending downwardly and outwardly and an extension portion extending from the lower 
end of the air-inflow prevention wall toward the cooling tower as recited in claim 2 or a lower air 
guide of the plurality is smaller in width and height than an upper air guide of the plurality as 
recited in claim 6.
